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Russia, India 
Offered Voice 
In Conference 


To Arrange Proposed 
International Meet On 
A-Energy for Peace 
UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. CR — 
The Western Powers today offered 
Russia and India a voice in ar­ 
ranging a proposed international 
scientific conference on peaceful 
uses of atomic energy. 
The decision was announced in 
the General Assembly’s 60-nation 
Political Committee by Canada’s 
Paul Martin who has taken an ac­ 
tive role in recent weeks in trying 
to patch up east-west differences 
over disarm am ent and atomic con­ 
trol. 
Martin called attention to what 
he termed the "m oderate” tone of 
a speech which Soviet Delegate 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky made in the 
committee yesterday on President 
Eisenhower’s "atoms for peace” 
program. 
The proposed international sci­ 
entific conference is a part of the 
Eisenhower program, but is sep­ 
arate from the permanent agency 
envisaged by the U. S. President. 
Both moves, however, are included 
in a resolution sponsored by t h e 
United States and six other coun­ 
tries. 
M artin’s reference to Vishinsky’s 
moderate attitude apparently was 
inspired by the Soviet delegate’s 
statem ent that Russia was willing 
to continue negotiations with the 
United Staes over possible cooper- 
aion in the proposed international 
agency. 
Other delegates, however, fore­ 
saw a possible East-West clash 
over S o v i e t hints that Russia 
would try to place the agency un­ 
der the U. N. Security Council in 
which Russia holds veto power.

A national allotment at 
this level would increase Mosis 
this level would increase Missouri’s 
share from 399,627 acres to about 
447,000 acres. 
Historical Basis 
Using a 5-vear historical basis 
for computing the increase, the 
major cotton counties would stand 
to benefit as follows: 
Butler, 2,007; Mississippi, 3,364: 
Pemiscot 11,868; 
Dunklin, 9,809, 
New Madrid, 11,214; Scott, 11.927 
Stoddard. 4,620; All Other, 2,190. 
The principal reason for the in­ 
crease, says Ross, is to avoid er­ 
ratic shifts and fluctuations in cot­ 
ton production.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. OP — 
The W estern Powers today offered 
Russia and India a voice in a r­ 
ranging a proposed international 
scientific conference on peaceful 
uses of atom ic energy. 
The decision was announced in 
the G eneral A ssem bly’s 60-nation 
Political Com m ittee by C anada’s j 
Paul M artin who has taken an ac- j 
tive role in recent weeks in trying 
to patch up east-west differences 
over disarm am ent and atom ic con­ 
trol.
